desks in the whole buildiog, the scholars 
had to sit twoat adesk, The school was 
not properly ventilated and did not have a 
suitable laboratory which it should have. 
Temporary relief must be had. There was 
two schemes to rellef. One was to hire a 
separate building and the other was to 
take a room in the Adams school in which 
the English scholars in the fourth class 
could be taught. There were thirty in the 
class and a special] teacher might be en- 
gaged. 

Voted, That the matter of relief for the 
High school be left with the sub-commit- 
tee and Superintendent to provide tempo- 
rary relief with power to employ another 
teacher. 

New High Schoo) Building. 

Upon motion of Mr. Cotton it was voted 
that the chairman go before the City Coun- 
cil and state the condition of the High 
school and request that a new building be 
provided in a central location aa soon as 
possible. 


Unfinished Business, 

Upon motion of Dr. Gordon the reports 
on competitive examinations were taken 
from the table. 

Fr. Roche moved the recommendation 
in the majority report be adopted. 

Dr. Sheahan moved the matter 
indefinicely postponed. 

Fr. Roche objected as it seemed like 
cowardness to have the matter postponed, 

Dr. Sheahan said he was not afraid to 
have it discussed, he had simply made 
the motion to save a lengthy discussion. 

The chairman ruled that until the 
motion bad been passed, discussion was in 
order, upon whieh Fr. Roche retracted his 
assertion of cowardice as he understood 
that the motion would shut off discussion. 

Fr. Roche then spoke at length upon 
the question. He objected to the present 
method of examination as it was nop legal, 
The committee does not personally 
examine them, The mere fact that some 
péople break the law is no argument for 
others to do so. [nless the method of 
selecting teachers was changed, the 
Council could refuse to appropriate money. 
He understood the Superintendent had 
written to other Superintendents for their 
opinions which had been shown to some 
members of the committee. 

In response to a question from Fr. Roche 
as to where he got his teachers, Superin- 
tendent Lull replied, generally by personal 
application; then there are four or five 
agencies in Boston. 

Mr. Roche said if these teachers want 
these positions why could they not attend 
these examinations.

Chairman Crane in accepting the keys 
and building spoke as follows: 


Mr. MAyor: As a representative of the 
School Committee, I gladly take charge of 
the building which you have just turned 
over to us for school purpo: Anyone 
who is familiar with the overcrowding of 
our schools during the last few years, par- 
ticularly in the Adams and Hancock build- 
ings, where seats have been set up in all 
sorts of conceivable places, can perbaps 
understand the feeling of relief that comes 
to us now that we have these eight fine 
rooms ready to receive the children. For 


end and teachers and pupils can obtain 


sunlight. 

In days gone by, which some people will 
persist in calling the ‘good old times,”* 
when schoolrooms were heated by the old 
air tight stove always at red heat, so that 
“*the children’s hot faces were streaming 
the while they were freezing their backs,”’ 
little or no attention was paid to heating 
or ventilation. In our day these are the 
two great probley,s with which we have to 
grapple. The gospel of fresh air is 
preached on every side, and we all feel that 
while a good education is indeed a great 
thing, good health is a greater. Happily 
in this building the sanjtary arrangements 
are of the most approved pattern and 
everything has been done to preserve the 
health of the scholars, 


Again I say, Mr, Mayor, that the School 
Board gladly take charge of this schoo! and 
as thelr representative I now. dedicate this 
building to the service of free public educa- 
tion and may truth and freedom be taught 
within jts walls forever. 

In turning the keys of this building to 
you, Mr, Reed, as the first principal of the 
Lineoln School, I do so without the least 
feeling of doubt or hesitancy.

PEACH MARMALADE. Peel, stone and observed at the Brockton Fair beginning

A regular meeting of the City Council 
was held Monday evening, Councilman 
Holt being the only absentee from the 
whole session. Several important matters, 
including a permanent police force, were 
considered, and the proceeding are fully 
reported below. 

A Prolific Appropriation 

Acommunication of the Mayor recom- 
mended a transfer of $1000 from the ap- 
propriation fer +t 


with a recommendation to expend $450 
from unexpended balances if the work is 
deemed desirable. The latter communica- 
tion stated that $450 would remove a part 
of the obstructions on South street, and 
asked for an appropriation. ‘To Committee 
on Finance. 
Permanent Sidewalks. 

The Mayor sent in the following com- 
munication which is of interest: 

During the year many requests have been 
made by the citizens, asking that a per- 
manent sidewalk be constructed around 
their residences, and for which the abuttors 
would be willing to pay one-half cost. 
This plan is adopted in other cities, and 
should be encouraged in our own. Good 
sidewalks are demanded as much as good 
streets, and when they are established the 
city can then adopt the necessary ordin- 
ances which are in vogue in other places, 


requiring abuttors to keep them free 
from snow and ice. 

Brick sidewalks are desirable in a 
business section, but in a residential 
section a smooth hard surface is more 
satisfactory. 


Binding gravel suitable for sidewalks is 
very scarce, and the cost is constantly in- 
creasing in value, while the common gravel 
is not satisfactory for this purpose. 

For the above reasons it seemed in my 
opinion most desirable to have the city 
construct one sidewalk which could be 
seen by the citizens and if satisfactory, the 
plan could be adopted for future work. 

After a careful consideration I believe 
that the plan adopted in West Groton was 
the best. ‘he sidewalks are there con- 
structed of Portland cement and granite 
chips and furnish a most satisfactory piece 
of construction, as frost does not affect it, 
and being free from weeds requires but 
very little attention for many years. 

Thoroughly believing that permanent 
work is the most satisfactory in the end, 
I recommended, Aug. 22, that the council 
authorize an appropriation for the purpose 
of constructing a sidewalk of this nature 
around the Lincoln school. 

The construction of this kind of sidewalk 
should be madein warm weather, and as 
now the season is so late, the plan cannot 
be carried out and the expense of building 
a sidewalk of gravel with granite edge- 
stones will not exceed $509.

Water Street Tracks. 

The public hearing on the order to re- 
voke the present location of the Quincy 
& Boston Street Railway on Water street, 
was short indeed, in fact no one was heard. 
It was a mere form that was required. In 
the Council the order was referred to the 
Committee on Streets, 

Police Ordinance. 

The joint committee on Police and Or- 
dinances reported in favor of establishing a 
police force by ordinance and accompanied 
the same with an order requesting the 
Committee on Ordinances to draft the 
same. 

H. M. Federhen, Jr., and H. Walter 
Gray, a minority, dissented and reported 
inexpedient to legislate, giving their rea- 
sons at some length, claiming it was too 
expensive and not called for by the people. 

Councilman Federhen, Jr., took excep- 
tion to the report of the majority, claiming 
it was not in accordance with the vote in 
the committee. 

Secretary Litchfield said that it substan- 
tially was. 

Councilman Bass explained that the 
recommendation had been made after- 
wards by wish of the majority. 

Councilman Federhen, Jr., moved to 
substitute minority for majority report, 

Cnuncilman Bryant thought the minority 
laid great stress on increased expense, He 
wanted to learn where it came in. 

Councilman Gray believed it would cost 
more. Previous to this year the expense 
of the police department had been $3,000. 
This year $6,000 was appropriated, but it 
would only pay the present force from May 
to January. To have the same force the 
whole of next year would cost $10,000. He 
claimed there was no demand for a perma- 
nent force, 

Councilman Bryant did not think one 
policeman in a ward any too many. The 
minority was ina ridiculous position to 
think that there would be no police force 
in 1893, until after May 1. There would 
be a force the whole year, and the cost 
would be the same whether an ordinance 
was established or not. An ordinance 
would relieve the Mayor who was now the 
nominal head of the police force, He 
believed better service would be secured of 
& permanent force under rules, 

Councilman Federnen claimed that the 
police force had been established in viola- 
tion of the city charter, which provided 
that it should be done by the Council. A 
permanent force meaut more officers than 
we now have, and soon a new police sta- 
tion, a patrol wagon, a police signal, etc. 
He believed in getting along with what we 
now have until we can afford a permanent 
force. 

Councilman Sherman said the gentle- 
man had given the best illustration of the 
growth and prosperty of the city, and he 
should oppose the minority report.

EGG PLANT, Frigp. Cutthe vegetable 
into slices one-quarter of an inch thick, 
without removing the skin. Sprinkle salt 
over each slice, and return the slices to} 
their original shape; press gently to extract 
the juice; then drain and peel, dip them 
in egg, roll them in bread crumbs, and} 
fry in pleaty of hot fat. 


Cucumber Cartsup. Choose 
partly ripe cucumbers, pare, remove the 
seeds and grate the pulp. Pat this in a

pint of cider vinegar, quarter teaspoonful 
of cayenne pepper, one teaspoonful of salt, 
.two heaping tablespoonfuls of grated 
horse radish; mix all the ingredients 
together, bottle and seal. 


Cuitt Sauce. Six large ripe tomatoes 
one large onion chopped, two peppers 
chopped fine, one and one-half cups of 
vinegar, one tablespoonful each of brown 
sugar and salt. Cook slowly an hour and 
a half. 


Pickies. Cover the cucumbers with 
boiling water and let them stand twenty- 
four hours; to one gallon of vinegar add 
one cup of salt, two tablespoons each of 
alum, cloves, allspice, cinnamon and mus- 
tard seed; let it come to a boil and pour 
it over the cucumbers; put them into a jar 
and set inacool place. If good Vinegar 
is used, they will keep the year around.

Pastor Resigns. | 


Rev. Daniel M. Wilson, pastor of the 
First church since 1879, has resigned his 
pastorate to accept a position as Superin- 
tendent of the New England Unitarian 
churches, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Rev. J. C. Moores, D. D., of 
Greenfield. Mr. Wilson's resignation is 
to take effect immediately. He will also 
resign as chairman of the board of directors 
of the Woodward Institute, and president 
of the Quincy Charitable society. He will 
continue to reside in Quincy and still re- 
tain an active interest in all movements 
for the city’s welfare. 

Mr. Wilson was born in Paisley, Scotland 
in 1848. He came to this country with 
his parents when but two years old, they | 
settling in Boston. He was educated in| 
the public schools of that city. He after- 
wards became a compositor of the Boston 
Traveller, and then a reporter. 

Next be entered the Boston school 
for ministers, then conducted by Rev. 
George H. Hepworth, Rev. Dr. E. E. Hale, 
H. W. Foote, Rev. C. D. Bradlee and 
others. He then attended the Harvard 
Divinity school where he was graduated in 
1872. 

His first church was 
church at Melrose, where he was ordained 
Novy. 15, 1872. Previous to this he had 
during his vacations, done missionary 
work in some of the coast towns of Maine, 
and soon his activity in this direction 
manifested itself in the organization of the 
First Congregational Unitarian church of 
Malden, and in the revival of the Liberal | 
Union church at Stoneham. He took 
active charge of these two parishes in 
1876, resigning the pastorate at Melrose. 

In 1876 he was invited to supply the 
pulpit of the Quincy church, and at the 
same time received a call to settle over 
the First Congregational Unitarian church 
of Bridgewater. He accepted the former 
and in 1880 was installed. 

tev. Mr. Wilson has made the 
an active pastor during his long pastorate, 
which has had but few equals outside that 
church, although Rev. Edward Norton of 
the Evangelical Congregational church is 
now in his twentieth year. The Unitarian 
church is noted for its long pastorates, as 
will be seen by the summary below :

Eight of the eleven reverend geatlemen 
have died at their post, Mr. Wilson being 
the third to resign. With one exception 
his pastorate is the shortest, but times have 
changed and it is not the custom now to 
remain as long. 

The most important work accomplished 
during Mr. Wilson’s pastorate was the 
building of the beautiful chapel, which is 
now considered indispensible by the Sun- 
day school and numerous auxiliaries of the 
church. In missionary work he has estab- 
lished a flourishing Unitarian church at 
Wollaston. We have also found him an 
active worker in the Quincy Charitable 
society, the Associated Charities, in the no- 
license movement, the Quincy Village Im- | 
provement society, and lately in the Board 
of Instruction of the Woodward Institute, 
of which he was chairman by virtue of his 
relation with the First church.

He has 
not only engaged as a platform speaker, 
and as a writer upon the issues of the day, 
but he has edited and compiled the work 
entitled “Protective Philosophy,’’ which is 
accepted and esteemed as one of the best 
expositions of the subject from a Republi- 
can standpoint. To use, substantially, the 
words of Hon. R. G, Horr, in a speech be- 
fore the Republican club of Brookline, in 
February, 1892, ‘Mr. Rice has done more 
for the theory of Protection than any other 
man io this country.” 

On the tariff question he has always oc- 
cupied an advanced position as a moderate 
protectionist, as the following extract from 
his book on Protective Philosophy, pub- 
lished two years ago, shows: 

“True protection demands neither a high 
tariff nor a low tariff, but a wages taritf, 
i. e., such a rate of duty as shall be ade- 
quate to maintain, in prosperity, the 
domestic industry by which and from which 
those wages are derived. 

This is substantially the same as the 
tariff plank of the Republican platform in 
this campaign. 

In company with Major McKinley and 
other distinguished yrotectionists, he has 
served as a member of the board of judges 
upon the prize essays on the relations of 
protection to the wages of our industrial 
classes, which essays were prepared and 
submitted in the competition by senior 
students in our American col'eges. He is 
at present the president of the Norfolk 
club, a sufficient indication of his political 
popularity in Norfolk county. Mr. Rice's 
peculiar qualifications for the office of

The crop of winter apples now being 
harvested is only 64 per cent. of an average 
yield in New England, compared to 87 per 
cent. last year, according to special reports 
from 400 correspondents of the New Eng- 
land Homestead,

States return 300,000 barrels for export. 
The great apple regions uf New York state | 
have little more than half a crop of winter | 
fruit. The quality is good, but the state | 
surplus for exports, as far as reported, is 
only 200,000 barrels. 
A general shortage of apples in the West 
is indicated, and interior commission mer- 
chants are trying to buy New England and 
York state apples for shipment West.

Underlying and more important than 
them ail, however, is the fundamental 
question, whetherthe powers of the gov- 
ernment chall be used in the interest of the 
whole people, or solely for the benefit of 
the party in power and its supporters. 
When laws are passed, and the offices or 
other tavors which executive power can 
bes'ow are given in payment for political 
services or for pecuniary contributions to 
campaign funds, a g ntic 
britery resulis, which is 
checke!, to endanger the permanence of 
fiee government. Shall such acorrupt sys- 
tem be established in this country? 

These are the real questions before us, 
and «very citizen who cares more for the 
Welfare of the republic than for the success 
Of any party musttake his position upon 
these, and vote accordingly. He must, iike 
Qn honest juryman, give his country a true 
verdict, and not allow his vote to be influ- 
enced by his regard for any party or any 
man. 

Tne tendency of an administration to use 
for private benetit the vowers which it 
holds in trust tor al? has been clearly shown 
by the Republican party under President 
Harrison, as « brief review of the last few 
yeurs will show.

By the Misuse of Patronage. 

In the administration of the civil service 
we find the willingness to use the power of 
the government for partisan and personal 
ends clearly displayed.

rison was elected, it said:

assist nt, Mr. Clarkson, the only prominent 
politician of either party who has dared 
openly to defend the spoils system, 
in making appointments ana removals 
in the postal service, have applied the rule 
openly proclamed by Mr. Wanamaker, 
that no Democrat should be appointed to or 
retained in office ifa Republican could be 
found willing to take it, and this has been 
done with the President's approv al and as- 
sistance. In pursuance of this rule, 3 
fourth class postmasters were appointe n 
18 months, and during the same period, out 
Of 2617 presidential postmasters, all a 
400 were changed. Mr. Pearson of New 
York, Mr. Hendrix of Brooklyn and Gen. 
Corse of Boston, three model officers. have 
been retired, against the express desire of 
the communities which they served, to 
make places for Republican politicians. 

Corruption tn the Indian Service. 

In the Indian service the same system 
was adopted, and the offices, created for 
the purpose of securing the proper per- 
formance of our country’s Auty to its un 
happy wards, were given to the senators 
from the new states as a reward for past or 
the price of future political support. This 
Was “one axainst the protest of every 
friend of Indis ans, and it resulted in the 
general sie »oralization of the service and 


the disgraceful Indian outbreak at 
Pine Ridge. which cost the country 
more in money and honor than years 


The 
public feeling which this outbreak created 
compelled the Presi‘ent to place the physi- 
cians, school superintendents, teachers ar 
matrons of the Indian service, a smail per- 
centage of the total force, under the civil 
service rules; but the other places, the 
most numerous and valuable pieces of

The Census Bureau. 

The responsibie duty of taking the census 
devolved upon this administration, and the 
Civil service comission, whose appointment 
all civil service reformers cordially ap- 
proved, recommended that the officers 


with the important duty of col- 
g and tabulating the facts should be 
ei by the merit system. This rea 
le request was ignored; in open dis- 
zard of the promises both of President 
d party, the offices in the census bureau 
Were distributed as spoils, and ‘the result 13 
& census compiled at enormous expense, 
but notoriously unreliable, and a buteau 
only second tothe pension office in its ad- 
niinistrative scandals. 
The Press Subsidized. 

In the diplomatic and consular service, 
avpointments have evidently been made 
in payment for editorial support, and in 
this, as inevery branch of the public ser- 
vice, the attempt to subsidize the press has 
been notarious. As illustrations we may 


recall Whitelaw Reid of fhe New | York 
Tribune, sent as minister to France; Murat 
Halstexd of the Cincinnati Commercial 
Gaze nominated as_muinister to Ger- 
many: Allen Thorndike Rice of the North 
Awerican Review and Charies Emory 
Smith of the Philadelphia Press, named in 
succession for the Russian mission; W. R. 
Sperry of the Wilmington Morning News, 
appointed minister to Persia. Our consul 
general at Lonaon is John C. New 
of tne Indianapolis. Journal, whose 
return from his post to lead the President's 
forces at Minneapolis shows his sense of 
obligation; the superintendent of the cen- 
sus is Robert P. Porter of the New York 
Press; the first assistant postmaster-gen- 
eral was J.S. Clarkson of the Iowa State 
Rexister, and a host of other offices, too nu- 
merous to mention, have been filled by 
editors. Of such appointments Daniel 
Webster said in 1832: “An open attempt 
to secure the aid and friendship of the pub- 
lic press by bestowing the emolu.nents of 
office on its active conductors seems to me, 
of everything we have witnessed, to be the 
most reprehensible. It degrades both the 
government and the press.’ 

In every department of the government, 
exons the navy department, the spoils sys- 

tem has been shamelessly enforced. 

Public Office for Private Ends. 

In Virginia the whole federal patronage 
ofthe state was plaeed in the hands of 
Mahone during the first year of the 
administration, and contributions to his 
campaign fund were openly solicited in the 


departments at Washington in violation of 
law, without provoking any rebuke from 
the President or any earnest attempt to 
punish the offenders, who were retained in 
office while under indictment, and who 
used this fact in defence at their trial. 

ot only has the patronage been used to 
reward services to the Republican party, 
but to strengthen the President himself 
acainst his opponents within that party. 
The activity of office-holders. in conven- 
tions and caucuses, which had ceased 
under President Cleveland, has again be- 
come general. Why was Mr. Erhardt, col- 
lector of New York, displaced? ? Why were 
oflicers removed in Philadelphia for sup- 
porting Mr. Blaine in Republican caucuses? 

Why did the consul-general at London 
leave his important post and return to lead 
the friends 0: the President in convention? 
How was it that in a convention of 900 
delegates at Ieast 140 were oftice-holders 
appointed by the President, while nearly 
3000 others were present in the gallery 
and corridors to aia him in the contest 
which he was himself conducting by wire 
from the White House? Why was a 
colored delegate to that convention ap- 
pointed postmaster of Charleston, and why 
was his nomination withdrawn? Why are 
the officers, whose action in Baltimore ied 
the chairman of the civil service commis- 
sion, after thorough investigation, to 
recommend their dismissal, still retained? 
‘The facts cannot be controverted; and so 
clear has been the fiolation of the solemn 

romises which w?} have quoted that the

Its Evils are Widespread, 
Extracts from an address delivered in the 
Ohio Legislature in 1877 by Mr. McKinley: 
We need scarcely to remind you that the 
liquor traffic, which is sought to be legal- 
jized by the license section, is one that 


deeply concerns not only the honor of this | 


great state, but also the material, moral 
and social interests of all the people. There 
is not a home or hamlet in the state that is 
beyond its influence. Its evils are wide- 
spread and far-reaching. * * Consider 
what the consequences will be if the license 
section carries. 

First, we will legalize this great wrong. 
We will give the sanction of the constitu- 
tion and the laws of this great, free and 
intelligent state of the most degrading of 
all human pursuits, so that men who are 
spreading ruin and death may say to all 
protestors: ‘* Stand aside, my business has 
received the sacred sanction of the law, 
and is, therefore, legal and right.’’ Can 


wrong ? 

Second, by Jegalizing this trafic we agree 
to share with the liquor seller the responsi- 
bilities and evils of his business. Every 
man who Votes for license becomes of nec- 
essity a partner to the liquor traffic and all 
its consequences. 

Third, by increasing the business we put 
it on a footing of respectability equal with 
j legitimate and productive branches of 
business, and thereby largely increase its 
| power for harm. 

Only make it respectable and it will 
reach and ruin many classes, of the 
especially, who are now almost beyond its 
power. We respectfully submit that the 
only way to preserve the honor of the state 
} and protect truth and right, and keep the 
liquor business under the ban of the law 
and public opin:on is to vote ‘no license.”

Novel Fire Protection. 


The Herbert and Rapp Company, which 
manufactures goripg in Brockton, has 
adopted a novel plan for a city that is sup- 
posed to have ample protection in its tire 
department. At this factory there is some 
in the 
United States, all of which is made in Eng 
land, and if a fire should destroy the facto- 
ry entirely, it would take at least five years 
to replace the machinery. Consequently 


of the most intricate machinery 


the owners are anxious to be securely pro- 
tected. The factory has been equipped 
with a Knowles pump,capable of giving one 
hundred pounds pressure to the square 
inch. Two hydrants have been provided 
at the north and south sides of the factory, 


both of which are capable of throwing six 
streams as great a distance as any piece of 
The 
pump is capable of furnishing six hundred 
gallons of water per minute and there are 
six hundred feet of hose to connect,it with 
any part of the plant. This protection is 
not only for the factory, but for the locali 
ty adjoining. In connection with this a 
volunteer fire company has been organized 
among the employes of the factory. The 
actionof the Herbert & Rapp Company 
has created considerable interest among 
mauufacturers generally, and similar 
methods of fire protection may be adopted,

Women’s Waists. 

While a 19 or 20-inch waist is a deformity 
in an adult woman, it may justly be doubt- 
ed whether the 26-inch waist of the Venus 
de Medici is not somewhat too large to be 
in proportion with the average figure of 
the American woman, It is characterisite 
of women of the highest types of the 
Indo-European races to have wide hips and 
narrow waists. In other races the hips are 
narrower and the waists larger. 


The American woman appears, in conse- 
quence of her large hip measurement, to 
have a smaller waist than she actuly has. 
To the unskilled masculine eye a girl with 
a waist of 22 or 22} inches may seem to 
have a wasp like figure, when in reality 
her measurement is very nearly what it 
should be to satisfy the critical jadgment 
of an artist or her family physician. 

The Venus de Medici is five feet five 
inches in height, 26 inches about the waist, 
34 about the bust and 44 about the hips. 
The women employed as ‘‘cloak models " 
by most of the great dry good establish- 
ments in New York city are about the same 
height. The measurements required of a 
‘*model”’ five feet five inches in height in 
one establishment are the following: 
‘* Waist, 234 to 24 inches; bust 34 to 35; 
hips, 45 to 47; baseof skull to waist, 16; 
biceps, 114 to 12.” 

A prominent physician recently gave the 
following as the correct measurements for 
a well-formed, well-developed and healthy 
woman of five feet five inches: ‘* Waist, 
24 inches; bust, 33 1-2 to 34 1-2; biceps, 12 
to 13; wrist, 5 1-2 to 53-4; hips, 44 to 45; 
calf, 13 to 14; and ankle, 7 to 7 1-4.” 

The doctor's ‘“‘model woman’”’ has 
smaller hips and a smaller bust, and about 
the same waist as the ‘cloak model.”

To the Voters of the Tenth Congressional 
District: Conflicting statements having 
been made in the daily papers concerning 
the administration of the city architect's 
department during the incumbency of Mr. 
H, H. Atwood, one of the candidates for 
Congress in the 10th congressional district, 
we, the undersigned, voters in that district, 
desiring to satisty ourselves of the facts in 
the making of contracts for the brilding 
of certain schoolhouses, met this day at 
the office of the city auditor, and we here- 
by certify that we have carefully examined 
the original contracts herein referred to, 
with the following results: 

We find that in the construction of the 
Horace Mann schoolhouse, two contracts 
were made with one and the same party, 
dated on the same day, for portions of one 


and the same work for amounts of $1,990 | 


and $1,995 respectively ; that in another 
case two contracts were made with the 
same party, bearing the same date, for por- 
tions of the same class of work, to wit, one 
iron staircase for boys, $1,000, and one 
iron staircase for girls, $1,800. Not one of 
these contracts was advertised or approved 
by the mayor. 

We find nine contracts approved by Mr. 
Atwood between the sum of $1,900 and 
$2,000 ; two contracts let to one and the 
same person on the same date for $1,937 
and $1,975, (see extracts from statutes at 
end of this paper), and three other con- 
tracts Lo same party on different dates for 
$1,987, $1,956 and $1,497. None of these 
were advertised or approved by the mayor. 

We find that in building the Thomas N. 
Hart schoolhouse there were five contracts 
for more than $2,000, each signed by Mr. 
Atwood’s predecessors, aggregating $55 954; 
17 contracts for less than $2,000, aggre- 


gating $15,028 ; total, $70,982 ; 1 contract 
for more than $2,600, signed by Mr. 


Atwood himself, aggregating $13,780 ; 23 
contracts signed by Mr. Atwood, for less 
than $: aggregating $17,991.13 ; total, 
$31,771.13. 

We especially notice two contracts ap- 
proved by Mr. Atwood with one and the 
same firm, both dated July 16, 1889, one 
for fireproofing between floors of first and 


too, | Second stories for $1900, and other for fire- 


proofing between floors of third story for 
$1100. 

In addition to the above we find twenty- 
four bills from one firm for work done at 
this scoolhouse aggregating $14,698, no one 
of which amounts to $2000, all dated be- 
tween Oct. 16, 1889, and May 9, 1889, in- 
clusive. 

Referring to the fact that different con- 
tracts have been given to one party on the 
same building, each less than $2000, but 
aggregating more than $2000, we ask atten- 
tion to sec. 6, chap. 206, of the statutes of 
1885 : 

“*Every contract made as aforesaid in 


| which the amount involved exceeds $2000 


shall require the approval of the mayor 
before going into effect.

The Occultation of Saturn. 

The moon bas a busy time in November, 
as she swings her ponderous sphere no less 
than six times between the earth and the 
planets that liein her path, hiding them 
from view fora time, and then restoring 
them to their places in the sky, as she 
winds her shining way eastward in obedi- 
ence to the laws that regulate her course, 
Six occultations of planets in a month is 
something to be noted, and a very rare ex- 
perience on lunar records, yet so it is, 
The moon occults Jupiter twice, while Sat- 
urn, Venus, Uranus and Mercury are each 
occulted once. Observers in this region 
will see only one occultation out of the six, 
that of Saturn, the most interesting and 
marvellous of the whole. Few of the ordi- 
nary celestial phenomena are more pictur- 
esque than an occultation of Saturn ob- 
served with the aid of a good telescope, 
when the planet, cradled in its rings, dis- 
appears behind the moon. The rings are 
now too near the planet to make much 
show, but the ansac, or handles, will be

Mr. Munckwitz’s plans provide for the 
building of a gallery around the inside of 
the building. The tanks will be arranged 
in two tiers, one on a level with the floor, 
the other on a level with the gallery. 
There will be about 150 tanks, each separ- 
ated from the next by a brick partition,

The pools will be the great feature of 
the aquarium. In the circle of pools 
will be sharks and other fish of the large 
and dangerous types. In the central pool 
there will be a grampus whale, not of the 
largest size, of course, but big enough to 
be impressive. 

From the roof over the tanks and in the 
unoccupied floor space there will be skele- 
tons and stuffed specimens of all kinds of 
huge and unusual fish and sea animals. 
These will form about the only decorations 
to the hall. Near the entrance will bea 
restaurant, 

The cost of the fittings and furnishings 
will be about $80,000, which, with $30,000 
for repairs will bring the total cost to about 
$110,000, leaving a good margin to the 
$150,000 of the appropriation for the get- 
ting of fish, animals and plants,

November Meteors. 


Meteors may be looked for about the 
13th of the month, when the earth is at 
the point where her orbit cuts the path of 
the meteors. Diligent observers will find 
that the meteors come from a radiant 
point in Leo, and are therefore called 
Leonids. They move swifly, are of a green- 
ish or bluish tint, and have vivid and 
persistent trains. Other meteors not 
possessing these characteristics not 
Leouids. Investigations shows the 
November meteor zone is an immense 
eclipse, having a period of about 33 years, 
The meteors are closely associated with a 
comet, which is undergoing a process of 
disintegration, scattering the debris around 
the track. They will not always be few 
and far between, as in 1800 there is every 
reason to expect a grand display of 
Leonids, for then the brightest portion of 
the swarm will be encountered by the 
earth, and fiery stars will fall by millions 
from the sky.

Hints for the Housewife. 


You should always remember, house- 
wives, that a mirror will surely present a 
clouded surface, no matter how diligently 
rubbed, if it is hung where the direct rays 
of the sun shine upon it. 

If sheets or tablecloths are wrung by 
putting the selvage through the wringer 
the edges will not curl up and they will 
iron much more easily. 

Buy bar soap by the quantity if you 
wish to be truly economical. Stand the 
bars on edge, one above another, with as 
much open space as possible between 
them. They will then dry out and last 
almost twice as long. 

When the edge of a rose blanket be- 
comes worn it may be neatly button-holed 
with Scotch yarn or worsted to match the 
borders in color. 


If the wick of a lamp does not move 
easily in the holder, draw out one or two 
threads from one side. The wick should 
be as large a one as the holder will receive. 

Don’t forget that canned meats, which 
may keep perfectly for a year or two, after 
that time deteriorate and often 
unwholesome,

It is always wiser to pur- 
chase such food at the most reliable places, 


Never put away food in tin plates. 
Fully one-half the cases of poison from 
the use of canned goods is because the 
article was left or put into the can after 
using. China, earthenware or glass is 
the only safe receptacle for food “left 
over."’ 

Beeswax and salt will make rusty flat- 
irons as clean and smooth as glass. Tie 
a lump of wax in a rag and keep it for 
that purpose. When the irons are hot 
rub them first with the wax rag, then 
scour with a paper or cloth sprinkled with 
salt. 


Deaths at the White House. 


Two Presidents and the wives of two 
Presidents have died in the White House. 
The first time that death invaded the man- 
sion was when the grandfather of the 
present President, the rugged soldier and 
farmer, used to plain fare, out-of-doors life 
and early hours, succumbed to the nervous 
strain, the persecution of office-seekers, 
the worry and the physical exhaustion of 
official life. President William Henry 


| Harrison died one mouth after his inaugu- 


ration. The wifeof Vice-President Tyler, 


who succeeded Gen, Harrison as President. 
died in the White House the following 
year. When the change was made and the 
Tylers moved into the White House, Mrs. 
Tyler took the room of the dead President 
for her own occupancy. ‘“‘I have no 
superstitious feeling on the subject,’’ she 
wrote in one of her charming letters to a 
friend, ‘‘and it isas pleasant as possible.”’ 
The other death of a president in the 
White House was that of Gen. Zachary 
} Taylor in 1850. Lincoln it will be re- 
membered, died in a house on Tenth street 
to which he was taken from Ford's Theatre, 
and Garfield died at Elberon, N. J. Of 
the twenty-six Presidents of the United 
States, four have died in Washington; 
the elder Harrison, Taylor and Lincoln, as 
stated above, and Johu Quincy Adams 
when a Representative.— Boston Common- 
wealth.

Gigantic Flagpoles, 

The special train bearing the ten big logs 
destined for the flagpoles for the Washing- 
ton World’s Fair Building at Chicago will 
be run in three sections of fourteen cars 
each. Each of the logs equal the length 
of seven flat cars, though they are loaded 
in such a manner that the weight is carried 
by two of the cars. With the exception of 
the two largest, the logs are placed two 
together on the cars; but it was impossible 
to load the two largest in that manner, 
owing to their enormous weight. The two 
end cars of the sections will support the 
load on a raised block working on a pivot. 
The other cars will be empty, 
will extend over them above the cap-floors. 


and the logs 


This arrangement is necessary, owing to 
the curves in the road. When the train is 
on a curve, the first aud last cars of the 
section will of course not be in the same 
straight line, and if the logs are supported 
by all the cars, it would be impossible to 
round the curves without breaking either 
the logs or the cars. To overcome this 
difficulty, the movable blocks on the two 
end cars are brought into play; and while 
the empty cars curve around a bend in the 
track, the pivots are also turned, permitting 
the logs to always retain the same relative 
position and respect to each other. On 
sharp curves the middle of the load will be 
entirely clear of the cars at the centre of 
the section, and will lie parallel to a tan- 
gent drawn at the outer edge of the curve. 
When the curve is passed the pivots again 
throw the logs back to their original posi- 
tion.— Spokane (Wash.) Review. 
Household Suggestions. 

A scant cup of butter will often make a 
lighter cake than a full cup. 

Milk is better for being kept over night 
in small tinsthan if a larger quantity is 
kept over in one vessel. 

It is better to keep baked pastry ina cup- 
board rather than in a refrigerator, as it 
would be apt to get damp and heavy in the 
latter place. 

To keep jellies from molding, 
them over with pulverized sugar to the 
depth of a quarterofan inch. They will 
keep for years if this is done. 

China may be mended so strong that it 
will never break again in the same place, 
Make a thick solution of gum arabic and 
water, and stir in some plaster of Paris un- 
til the paste is very thick; apply it with a 
brush to the edges of the broken china and 
set them carefully together, a string 
around them and set them away for three 
days. 

To keep a high silk hat in fine condition, 
use a pad made of velvet or worsted plush, 
instead of a brush for brushing it, smooth- 
ing it over with a soft silk handkerchief 
frequently. If any rough spots appear in 
the nap, apply a flat-iron (not too hot) and 
smooth them over, then use the pad and 
silk handkerchief.—Good Housekeeping

Dining a Thousand Years Ago, 


A thousand years ago, when the dinner 


was ready to be served, the first thing 
brought into the great hall was the table. 
Movable trestles were brought on which 


were placed boards, and all were carried 
away at the close of the meal. Upon this 
was laid the table-cloth. There is an old 
Latin riddle of the eighth century, in which 
the table says: ‘‘I feed all people with 
many kinds of food. First, I am quadruped 
and adorned with handsome clothing; then 
I am robbed of my apparel, and lose my 
legs also.” The food of the Anglo-Saxon 
was largely bread. The bread was baked 
in round, flat cakes, which the superstition 
of the cook marked with a cross, to prevent 
them from the perils of the fire. Milk, 
butter and cheese were also eaten, The 
principal meat was bacon, as the acorns of 
the oak forests, which then covered a 
large part of England, supported numerous 
droves of swine. Our Anglo-Saxon fore- 
fathers |were not only hearty eaters, but 
unfortunately, deep drinkers. The drink- 
ing horns at first literally horns, and so 
must be immediately emptied when filled; 
later, when the primitive horn had been 
replaced by a glass cup, it retained a 
tradition of its rude predecessor in its 
shape, so that it, too, had to be emptied at 
a draught. Each guest was furnished with 
a spoon, while his knife he always carried 
in his belt; as for forks, who dreamed of 
them, when nature had given man ten 
fingers. But you will see why a servant 
with a basin of water and a towel always 
presented himself to each guest before din- 
ner was served and after it was ended. 
Roast meat was served on the spit or rod 
on which it was cooked, and the guest cut 
or tore off a piece to suit himself. Boiled 
meat was laid on the cakes of bread, or 
later on thick slices of bread called 
“*trenchers,”’ from a Norman word mean- 
ing ** to cut,’’ as these were to carve the 
meat on, thus preserving the table-cloth 
from the knife.

Our Navy, 


The proposal to change the color of the 
vessels of the United States Navy haz 
served to bring out the information that 
the new cruisers were painted white, not 
as a fancy, but for reasons of health and 
comfort. The traditiona] black, it was 
found, absorbed heat uncomfortably, while 
the white hulls were ten or twelve degrees 
cooler inside during suramer when coolness 
is desirable. This, it is now stated, was 
the reason why white was chosen as the 
color of the new vessels. It also had the 
merit of pleasing the popular taste, and 
the ‘white squadron’ has been admired as 
much for this novelty as for any of its 
special features. The original order, in 
selecting white for the hull outside and for 
all paint work on the inside, prescribed 
that the masts, yards, head booms, 
doublings of masts and funnels, should be 
of astraw yellow. It is now proposed to 
substitute lead-color for white, as being 
better adapted for service in war time 
because it renders the vessels less con- 
spicuous,

School Savings Banks. 


The idea of school savings banks dates 
back as far as 1834, when the system was 
first introduced in a communal school in 
France. It was some years later before its 
value was sufficiently appreciated to insure 
its adoption by other towns and countries, 
but now many European countries are in 
enjoyment of its use. 

Belgium, where the system has been in 


| ‘ 
| Vogue for over twenty-five years, had last 


year eight hundred thousand dollars on de- 
posit by her school children, while in 
France, where the movement has obtained 
strong footing, no less than twenty-three 
thousand three hundred and seventy-five 
schools assume the care of the pupils’ say- 
ings, an item amounting to twelve million 
six hundred and eighty-three thousand 
In Eng- 
land, too, since the free educational act 
went into effect, many of the schools have 
converted the old three-pence weekly 
school fee into a children’s deposit, while 
some school managers have opened banks 
in*connection with the schools, Manches- 
ter alone having five thousand new savings 
banks’ accounts. The system was first adop- 
ted in the United States in 1876 by a Wis- 
consin school, and the principal who con- 
ducted its operations wrote of its working: 
“ The boys and the girls acquired industri- 
ous habits, were looking for and doing 
work during vacation. The system led to 
economy of time and energy as well as 
money. It made better and more thought- 
ful students. It promoted liberality, inas- 
much as it insured means with which to be 
generous when occasion presented.’’ 

In 1880 a savings system was established 
in the Indian Iodustrial School, and, after 
teu years of its use, the pupils, who never 
before had known the value of money as a 


factor of exchange were found to have 
saved some twenty thousand dollars, 
In January, 1890, there were in the 


| United States eighty-eight schools’ savings 


banks, having fifteen thousand one hun- 
dred and twenty-four depositors, with fifty 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight 
dollars to their credit. So popular has the 
system grown there since then that in 
February, 1892, there were fouad two hun- 
dred and eighty-five schools and twenty- 
seven thousand four hundred and thirty 
depositors, with credits amounting to two 
hundred and seventy thousand four hun- 
dred and twenty-eight dollars. 

The working of the system is very sim- 
ple. Every Monday morning the roll is 
called for the children’s deposits. 
cupies only a few minutes,

Each pupil 
who is a depositor has a little card, on the 
face of which is the pupil’s name, that of 
the teacher and the school. On the back 
are the regulations. The card is folded, 
and on the inside the date and a line for 
a deposit for each Monday in the year. 
The teacher takes each deposit, credits it 
on the card and hands it to the pupil. 
The first collection is banked as a general 
school fund. When a scholar has deposit- 
ed a definite amount, say fifty cents or one 
dollar, as the school authorities may decide, 
the money is placed to his or her credit by 
the bank; when it reaches three or four 
dollars a regular bank interest is allowed, a 
bank book granted, and the pupil has all 
the advantages of an adult depositor, ex- 
cepting that, to withdraw, the signature of 
parent or guardian is required.

The devastation has been going on for a 
long time, and now that the people are 
awakened to the danger, they find them- 
selves well nigh powerless to avert it with- 
out assistance. The apathy of the people 
New Hampshire has been such that, 
though they have a forestry commission to

HOMESTEAD, Pa., Noy. 21.—The strike 
has been declared off by the Amalgamated 
association by a vote of 1U1 to 91 

The lockout had reached its 4th day, 
Its history is known the world over. The 
meeting was a red hot one all the way 
through, and at one timeit looked as it 
Burgess Hollingshead would have to as- 
sert his official authority to prevents 
eonflict. Charges nnd counter charges 
were the order of the day. Newspaper 
representatives were excluded, but the 
Information is reliable that those wishing 
to declare the mill open barely succeeded 
in carrying their point. 

Now that the agony is over the men ar 
not backward about expressing their 
opinions of the men who posed as leaders, 
confidently promisinga victory when they 
knew fora certainty that the battle was 
hopelessly lost. The question of declaring | 
the mill open began to agitate the minds 
of certain PRA ae maen as soon as 
it became apparent that the mechanics in- 
tended breaking away in a body. Not 
only the rank and file, but many of the 
leaders recognized that without the nu- 
merical aid of the mechanics and laborers 
They Could Not Hope to Carry the Day. 

Money, or lack of it, also became an im- 
portant factor. The failure to receive 
promised money of large amounts, fol- 
lowed by the bottom dropping out of the 
promise of victory for the steel workers, 
jinevent of the Democratic party coming 
jinto power, together with the unfulfill- | 
}ment of other promises, all came in for | 
eonsideration. ‘They could not subsist | 
upon promises, and so tuld their leaders, | 
who, that it would be useless to 
try to hoid the men together longer, took 
steps to place their brethren upon equal 
footing with the mechanics in the grand 
rush for work. 

Saturday’s meeting was 
tlusively by Amalgamated association 
members, much to the chagrin aud dis- 
appointment of the sympathetic mechan- 
ics, who Were turned aside. They turned 
to their homes in silence, hope dead within 
them. The meeting was notia large one, 
and considerable surprise atibnded the an- 
nounced resignation of Chairman Craw- 
ford. When this resignation had been ac- 
cepted, a strik and moved that the 
lockout be declared at an end and the men 
be allowed toseek employment at the 
Homestead mill.

Projit in Sleeping Cars. 

An operating official who knows about 
sleeping cars, 
marked: ‘Sleeping cars pay big money, 
and when one knows the cost of operating 


their cost and profit, re- 


them itis no wonder. A new car costs, 
good, strongand modern, anywhere from 
$8000 to $10,000, although you hear of 
them worth twice that sum. However, 
these costly cars don’t get outside the 
shops. Well, the railroad companies pay 
three cents a mile for the privilege of haul 
ing them, and the car will average 300 
miles in 24 hours the year round, or $9 a 
day earnings. Say it earns $3000 a year, 
alow estimate, it will pay for itself in 
three years. Nowa 10-section car has 20 
berths, selling local at $2a berth, making 
the earning capacity per night 340, 
counting the day earnings. Of course, 
sleepers don’t carry full loads every night, 
but if they did not average 10 passengers a 
day we would not haul them on our 
Now, we pay for ice, water and 
fuel, and insure the cars; that is, we repair 
them when wrecked or injured. The 
sleeping car company pays a porter $25 a 
month at the most, a conductor #90, and 
has to furnish linen and soap, It is 
difficult to see the 
companies pay dividends.’’—Jndianapolis

Remedy for Whooping Cough. 


Common tbyme, which 
mended in whooping cough three or four 
years ago by Dr. S. B. Johnson, is regarded 
by Dr. Neovius (The Lancet, May 9, 1891,) 
as almost worthy the title of a specific, 
which, if given early and constantly, 
invariably cuts short the disease in a 
fortnight, the symptoms generally vanish- 
ing in two or three days. He gives from 
one ounce and a half to six ounces per 
diem, combined with a little marshmallow 
sirup. He never saw any undesirable 
effect produced, except slight diarrhoea. 
It is important that the drug should be 
used quite fresh.

Hon. W. A, Hodges Accepts. 


The Quincy Batvist. 


Hon. William A. Hodges has written 
the following letter accepting the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Mayor. 


Messrs. James F. Burke and W. H. Samp- 
son, Jr., President and Secretary of 
Democratic Convention. 


GENTLEMEN:—I have received your let- 
ter notifying me officially of my nomina- 
tion as the candidate of the Democratic 
party for the office of Mayor of Quincy. 
Fully appreciating the honor you confer 
upon me by your choice, I also realize the 
grave responsibilities resting upon me 
should your action be ratified on the day of 
election. 

It isa matter of record that I neither 
favored the change from town to city gov- 
ernment nor the form of the charter but it 
was the will of the people and it is our 
duty to accept their verdict and deal with 
affairs as they now exist. My methods of 
conducting public business are too well 
known to require any explanation at this 
time. I respect every citizen’s honest 
opinion and only ask that the same courtesy 
be extended to me. If elected I must come 
to the office untrammelled by any promise 
except that I will perform the duties per- 
taining to the chief executive in the interest 
and for the general good of all of the people 
as I understand them. 

Economical management in public as 
well as private affairs I regard as the fun- 
damental principle to be guided by, and 
without it there can be no success. Needed 
improvements should be encouraged as far 
as the citizens can afford to pay for them, 
but the people’s money should not be used 
to benefit private enterprises or corpora- 
tions. It may not be improper for me to 
touch upon some matters that seem to be 
particularly engaging the minds of the} 
public at the present time. 

Most prominent is the question of the 
water plant so recently obtained. The} 
manner of obtaining it is a thing of the 
past and useless to discuss. It only re- 
mains for those having the matter in 
charge to see that the interests of the city 
are ably and carefully guarded when the 
time arrives for fixing the amount to be 
paid, and also, if possible, to so manage its 
| affairs as to make it self-sustaining. 

It is for the citizens to decide whether} 
they will sanction and approve the legal | 
sale of intoxicating liquors. If they decide 
| as they have heretofore done since the en- 
actment of the present law, and in my

Farewell Sermon,

The late Daniel N. Haskell, editor of 
the Transcript, was for many years Mr. 
Ashton’s clerk in the store and afterward 
his partner and manager. 

When about the year 1850, Mr. Haskell 
went out of business to assume the editor- 
ship of the Transcript, Mr. Ashton found 
it impossible to replace him, and after con- 
tinuing the establishment a short time, 
permanently retired from its management. 

Ile lived some years after that in Paris, 
but the last twenty-five years in retire- 
ment at Tunbridge Wellsin Cheshire. 

He married a London lady, Miss Eliza 
Fanny Wright, who is spoken of as quite 
a brilliant women of fine personal ap- 
pearance, and who apparently possessed 
kindred generous instincts with himself. 

His magnificent generosity and true 
nobility of character was evidenced by the 


large sums he gave in charity and his 
his manner of giving. 
For many years several charitable 


institutions of Boston recorded annually on 
their books the gift of $1000, opposite 


which no other entry appeared than 
simply this—‘*From a Bostonian.” No 
name was shown, and Mr. Ashton’s 


manager of his American estates alone 
knew who this unknown benefactor of 
the poor and distressed in Boston really 
was. 

Throughout the war he was intensely 
loyal, and though not personally acquainted 
with Gov. Andrew, be was a frequent and 
liberal contributor to the funds for the 
raising and maintenance of Massachusetts 
troops and the care of their families. It 
always the signature—‘* A 
Bostonian.”’ 

When the great fire of 1872 swept out 
the business heart of Boston and men 
were ruinedin a night, Mr. Ashton came 
forward more than once to lend of his 
means.

A Curious Inheritance.

In an interview the consul said: ‘* Miss

Our laws in Greece on the estates of the 
dead are somewhat different from those of 
this country. ‘There is no breaking of 
wills there. There is nothing that can 
stop her from getting it, either. It took 
me some time to locate the young lady, 
but I eventually found her, and I must 
say that, while being the most important 
event that has occured during my term of 
office, it was one of the most pleasant du-

Columbia Postage Stamps. 
The government has just adopted a de- 
sign for a Columbian postage stamp, and 
the matrix is being cut by Henry Mitchell 
of Boston. 

The new stamp will be in denominations 
of one, two, four and five, and possibly ten 
cents. The design is circular in form, one 
and one-quarter inches in diameter. The 
color of the several denominations has not 
yet been decided upon. 

In the centre of the new stamp will be 
two hemispheres. On the left hand one 
will be the head of Columbus, similar to 
what is on the new Columbian half dollars, 
while on the other will be the head of 
Liberty. Above these will be the dates, 
**1402"" and ‘*1892.”” 

Along the top edge of the stamp will be 
the words “* United States of America,’’ and 
beneath that the United States coat of 
arms. Beneath the hemispheres will be 
an eagle with wings displayed, and the 
words ‘‘ postage, two cents.”

The Queen of the Sound, 


The new boat for the Fall River line is 
in process of construction’at the Delaware 
River Iron Shipbuilding and Engine Works 
at Chester, Penn., and its completion is 
now a matter of only a few months. She 
is to cost $1,250,000, and will be the finest 
boat running between Fall River and New 
York. She is to be a 22 knot boat, and 
will measure 440 feet over all. She will 
measure 424 feet on the water line, and 
her hull will have a depth of about 20 feet 
6 inches; beam of hull 52 feet; beam of 
guard, 92 feet. Ten big Scotch boilers 
will furnish the steam and will run the 8,000 
horse-power compound engines, and they 
will turn the two big side wheels, equipped 
with feathering wheels. 

The vessels will be built with a double 
hull on the Brackett system, and the hull 
will be divided into 58 water-tight com- 
partments, thereby making it almost im- 
possible forthe big boat to sink. Besides 
this, she will be entirely of steel and abso- 
lutely fireproof, which will make the vessel 
one of the safest plying the water at pres- 
ent. She will be made on a plan similiar 
to that of the Puritan, with the exception 
that the passenger saloon will be on 
the main deck aft instead of below, as is 
the saloon deck of the Puritan. She is to 
accommodate more than 1500 people and 
will have between 400 and 500 state rooms, 
with a freight-carrying capacity of 1000 
tons or more. She will be furnished hand- 
somely and artistically with the best that 
money can buy, her saloon richly carpeted 
and finished in oil. Herstaterooms will be 
provided with all modern contrivances for 
the comfort and safety of passengers,—Bos- 
ton Advertiser.

Inheritance Law. 


Under the inheritance law of the State 
of New York, atax of 1 per cent. of all 
personal property, based upon its market 
value, must be paid into the treasury of 
the state from estates left to direct heirs. 
Stocks, bonds and other certificates of value 
are held to be personal property. One per 
cent. of Mr. Gould’s estate, if it be worth 

75,000,000, is $750,000, and that sum is 
large enough to visibly effect the tax levy 
of the State for the succeeding year. Comp- 
troller Myers will make a nice thing of it. 
He is personally entitled to fees of 5 per 
cent. on the first $50,000 direct inheritance 
tax, 3 per cent. of the second $50,000, and 
1 per cent. onthe remainder. Estimating 
the direct tax Lo be $750,000 on Mr.Gould’s 
estate, Mr. Myers will get $10,500, which is 
quite a pretty plum.

New Brasee Building. 
leaps. 


The new Brasee Building at Wollaston, 
which was to be dedicated to the uses of the 
Knights of Honor, Knights and Ladies of 
Honor and Royal Arcanum, last evening, 
is a great addition to Wollaston from an 
architectural point of view. 

The building, which was desigaed by 
Mr. I. Howland Jones and built by Mr. 
George E. Thomas, was studied from some 
of the old buildings found in Brittany and 
Normandy, with their projecting stories 
and overhanging gables, the small panes of 
glass setin white sashes in the windows 
carry out the idea of a quaint old-fashioned 
bnilding. The whole building, to carry out 
the arcbitect’s ideas, is singled, and will 
nol be stained, but feft to turn a silver 
gray with the weather. 

The first floor of the building is devoted 
to stores, there being two. The store at 
the corner of Brook street and Newport 
avenue is to be occupied by Mr. Charles 
R. Sherman, the general manager of the 
Wollaston Land Company, as an office. 
This office is 30 by 32, with a private office 
leading from it, 15 by 10. Both offices are 
finished in natural wood. The other store 
is occupied by Jobn Litchfield & Co., grain 
dealers, and is 80 by 30. 

The entrance to the Knights of Honor 
hall is on Brook street. The entrance hall 
is 10 by 12, finished in hard pine. The 
staircase leads from this to the upper hall, 
from which opens an entry to two dressing 
rooms, and tke staircase to the kitchen, 
which is over the dressing rooms. Each 
dressing room is furnished with a set bowl 
and a toilet room. 

The kitchen, which is 15 by 20 is con- 
nected with the hall below with a large 
dumb waiter. The kitchen is supplied 
with all the culinary conveniences that a 
chef could want. The small hall with 
which the kitchen is connected by a dumb 
waiter is so constructed that it can be 
screened off and used as a serving room. 

The small hall opens directly into the 
large hall or lodge room. This hall is 32 by 
45, and is finished with open timber roof, 
all of the trusses, rafters and boarding 
being exposed to view and stained to 
represent old oak, The general idea of the 
hall was suggested by some of the halls 
of old English houses with their big timbers 
now turned dark with age, quite different 
from the halls in this country where every- 
thing is either covered with a smooth 
white coat of plaster and paint and where 
any woodwork that has to show is cased up 
with clear boards instead of letting the 
real construction show with its knots and 
cracks, and uneven color which is really 
the most pleasing finish. The walls are 
plastered and tinted an olive shade. 

The floor, which is of rift hard pine 
blind nailed, is the finest floor in the city. 
The Wollaston club has secured the hal! on 
that account for its subscription parties.

The building is lighted throughout by 
electricity, and heated by steam.

The Council of 1893, 

Never since the city government was 
inaugurated was there such a change in the 
legislative branch of the city, the City 
Council as in the recent election, But ten 
of the twenty-three councilmen were re- 
nominated and only five were successful at 
the polls, Messrs. Bass, Holden, Federhen, 
Jr., Sherman and Moxon. One other 
member-elect, Councilman Drake, repre- 
sented Ward Two in 1891. 

None of the first Council remain. The 
oldest in point of service will be Council- 
men Bass and Sherman, both of whom 
entered the Council of 1890 and have now 
been elected for the fourth year. Council- 
men Moxon and Holden will enter their 
third year; Councilmen Drake and 
Federhen, Jr., their second year, and the 
remainder, seventeen in number, their first 


year. Here is the Council of 1893 divided 
politically :

It will be noticed that the Republicans 
have a bare majority without C, F. Adams, 
2d. If they place one of their number in 
the chair, and Mr. Adams votes as a Demo- 
crat their would be a political tie on the 
floor, and the President's vote would often 
be required. But politics may not be an 
issue. In the four years of city govern- 
ment it has not been strictly drawn on apy 
question, and it should not be. 

With hardly an exception all the Repub- 
licans will be active workers, all being well 
known business men. Many of the Dem- 
ocrats are not so prominent, but may be 
no less conspicuous. 

The responsibility of appropriations of 
over $300 will not rest with either party for 
they will require a two-thirds vote of all 
the Council, 16 votes, which neither side 
commands, 

There are rumors of some changes in 
the rules, Auother effort may be made 
to abolish most of the standing committees, 
or failing in this to reduce the number of 
each tu three. And certain Councilmen 
will advocate a more complete separation 
of the legislative and executive work. 

There will be great changes in the 
make up of the committees even if their 
numbers remained the same. Council- 
men Moxon and Sherman are the only 
members of the Committee on Fiance re- 
elected. Councilman Holden the only one 
onthe Street Committee, and Councilman 
Moxon the only oneon the Committee on 
Public Buildings. On the Committee on 
Sewers Councilmen Bass and Sherman, 
and on the Committee on Fire Department 
and Police, Councilmen Bass and Federhen, 
Jr.,Councilmen Holden and Federhen, Jr., 
on the Committee on Water Supply. On 
three committees, no member was re- 
elected,

Atl0.30 a fine collation was served to 
which all did ample justice. Readings, 
songs, music and games helped to whisk 
the hands of the clock toward the ‘‘ wee 
sma’ hours’’ before the party broke up, 
leaving their good wishes for many pleas- 
ant years to follow, warked by such happy 
occasions.

The Herald says: ‘The vote on the 
license question shows that but for the ac- 
tive work of the advocates of license within 
the last few days this city would have been 
committed to no license by a considerable 
majority; and if Gov. Russell had been de- 
feated on the 8th of November last, the 
vote would have gone that way, in spite of 
the work done.” 

It is estimated that the election cost the 
liquor dealers $100,000.

The Democrats of Woburn gained a 
councilman by a recount in that city Mon- 
day. Great changes were made from the 
ward count ; one candidate gained 1, and 
three lost respectively 10, 5 and 1. The 
greatest loser was defeated by the candidate 
who lost 1. In a ward where there was a tie 
no change was made.

The Recount, 


The recount of the votes cast at the 
recent city election for Mayor, Councilmen- 
at-large and Councilman from Ward Two 
as petitioned for by William A. Hodges, 
William H. Warner and William H. Sulli- 
van, was held by the committee on elections 
of the City Council Tuesday afternoon 
commencing at 2 o'clock. 

Mayor Fairbanks was represented by J. 
H. Benton, Jr., counsel for the Old Colony 
railroad and Wilbur F. Powers of Hyde 
Park. Mr. Hudges was represented by W. 
G. A. Pattee and H. A. Keith. William 
H. Warner by J. F. Burke ; F. W. Folsom 
by Walter M. Packard ; Charles H. John- 
son by Albert Keating ; William H. Sulli- 
van by William H. Sullivan, and Arthur 
W. Newcomb by Arthur WV. Newcomb. 

In Ward One there was only one dis- 
puted ballot for Mayor and that was in 
the last block counted. In this ballot the 
voter placed his mark in the blank space. 
Mr. Pattee claimed it was nearest the 
name of Mr. Hodges, and therefore showed 
the intent of the voter to be for Mr. 
Hodges. Mr. Benton and Mr. Power 
claimed that it should be counted as a 
blank, as it was against no name, 

According to the returns of the election 
officers it had been counted as a blank. 

Mr. Duffield voted in favor of counting 
it and Messrs. Federhen and Pratt of 
calling it a blank. 

Two hours and fifty minutes were con- 
sumed in counting Ward One. 

There was a-slight change in Council- 
men at large. 

In Ward Two there was no change in the 
vote for Mayor and but a slight change in 
the vote for Councilmen at large. 

For Ward Councilmen, Johnson gained 
two, Sullivan gained one, Williams gained 
three and lost two, Weeks gained one, 
Newcomb gained one and lost cne, and 
Federhen gained one and lost one. This 
makes a net gain of two for Johnson, one 
for Sullivan, one for Weeks and one for 
Williams, 

The corrected vote will stand: Feder- 
hen, Jr., 240; Williams. 231 ; Johnson, 
225; Sullivan, 218; Newcomb, 208 ; 
Weeks, 200, and the first three are elected. 

The recount of Ward Three was com- 
pleted about midnight. There was no 
change on the vote of Mayor and buta 
slight change in Councilmen at large. 

At this hour an adjournment was taken 
until 7 o'clock Wednesday when after 
counting 300 of the votes of Ward Four, 
another adjournment was taken until 
afternoon at 2.30. There was no change 
in the vote of Mayor for Ward Four, Five 
or Six. 

There was no dispute on any of the votes 
for Mayor except that in Ward One, which 
was called a blank. A vote of the same 
kind was found in Wards Two and Four 
and these were also called blanks.

The recount was competed at 7.45 


Wednesday evening, the total time con- 
sumed in the recount being sixteen hours 
and fifteen minutes. Councilman Duf- 
field, of the committee, was not present 
at the recount Wednesday, all the 
work devolving on Councilmen Federhen 
and Pratt. 

In the votes for Mayor there was not the 
slightest change, which reflects credit upon 
the election officers. 

In the votes for Councilmen at large 
there were slight changes in each ward but 
the general result remains the same, 


Col. Strachan’s Monument, 


Swithin Brothers, of this city, have the 
contract to cut the monument which is to 
be placed over the grave of Colonel Wil- 
liam M. Strachan, also to furnish the 
handsome curbing which will enclose the 
lot in Calvary cemetery.

On the front of the second 
base will appear the family name, in raised 
letters, while above on the front panel will 
be the regimental badge, tanked by small- 
er panels, upon which will be displayed the 
cross and crown and the thistle of Scot- 
land. Below will be inscribed the epitaph 
and the record of Colonel Strachan’s ser- 
vices. 

Around the top of the die a row of Minie 
bullets will be carved in relief, while on 
top of the capstone, also in relief, will ap- 
pear representations of the plumed helmet, 
sword and belt of the deceased soldier. 

It is expected that the monument will be 
completed and placed in position before 
Memorial day.

Quincy Literary Society. 


“Tmmigration’” was the subject of an 
essay read by Mr. Alex. Soutar before 
the Quincy Literary Society on Saturday 
evening. President Alex. M. Craig oc- 
cupied the chair, and the attendance was 
rather slim. 

The immigration question has become 
very prominent among public men of late, 
and how to deal with it fairly and satisfac- 
torily, is now occupying the minds of some 
of our wisest legislators. At the outset the 
essayist defined emigration as the passing 
from one part of the world to another for 
the purpose of permanent settlement, and 
in that part where they settle, they are 
termed immigrants. 

After giving some accounts of immigra- 
tion in earlier times and in the older 
countries, he proceded to deal more particu- 


larly with immigration to the United States | 


of America. He said “Inthe 17th century, 
many of the English Puritans, not being 
satisfied with the freedom allowed in mat- 
ters of religion, emigrated to the United 
States ; their sole object being to get free- 
dom to worship in the manner they thought 
right. Of 
Great Britain has been on the decrease, 
whileit has been increasing very rapidly 
from southern Europe, particularly trom 
Italy. The reason given by Mr.Soutar for this 
flood of emigration from Italy and other 
southern European countries, is to a great 
extent solicitation by steamship companies 
and corporations belonging to this country. 
Further, ‘‘Carnegie introduced the Hun- 
garians so as to be able to lower the wages 
of his employes, and with the same end 
in view the Southern Pacific Raiload 
company brought the Chinese, and since 
they have been excluded the Japanese have 
taken their places.” 


Referring to whether immigration should | Sai 
| forming a State Commission, and also to 


be stopped, the essayist says,—‘‘I have no 
hesitation in saying, no, it should not be 
stopped. It is the increase of population 
and the natural resources that has made 
this country. Protection or Free Trade 
has had little to do with it, and I think the 
idea of restricting immigration may be 
traced to the people learning from bitter 
experience the one sidedness of protection, 

It is estimated that this country is capable 
of supporting 700,000,000 of people and 
| that the state of Texas alone could support 
our present population. Yet people tell 
us that it is time to stop immigration the 
very thing that has made the country and 
will still make it better. Increase of popu- 
lation means increase of wealth, decrease 
of population means decrease of wealth.” 

In concluding his essay Mr. Soutar says:— 
It is not over population that compels the 
Irishman to live on potatoes, or the Scotch- 
man on oat meal, because Ireland has only 
about half the population she once had, 
and the potato is the chief food of the 
Irish today. If the population of the 
United States could be kept at its present 
number the laboring classes would be no 
better off, and the chances are that they 
would soon reach a much more undesirable 
condition,” 

The discussion which ensued centred 
chiefly upon the question of whether immi- 
gration should be restricted or unrestricted, 
and the opposing opinions seemed pretty 
well balanced. Some believed that no limit 
should be put to immigration, because 
those who inhabit this country do not own 


the country, and any one who chooses has 
the same right to come here, as those had 
who preceded them. Others, however, 
maintained that American citizens do own 
the country and havea right to say who 
shall or who shall not come to dwell 
among them. | 

It was further pointed out that unless 
immigration is restricted to some extent} 
soon, the labor market will be glutted by 
a very undesirable class of men, and the 
conditions here will be equally as bad as | 
they are at present in any part of the older 
countries of Europe. 

It seems to me there can be little doubt 
but restriction is desirable, but in what 
form, or what shall constitute a proper test 
for immigrants, lies the problem. There 
are a certain class, among whom may be 
ranked Chinese, Hungarians, Poles, Rus- 
sians, and the lower grade of Italians, who 
certainly are not desirable ; because they 
will not assimilate to the customs of the 
country, either in their manuer of living, 
or in demanding fair renumeration for 
theirlabor. They live in hovels only {it 
for rats or pigs, and beyond ekeing out a 
kind of vegetable existence, they seem to 
have no ambition, either earthly or heav- 
enly. 

The desirable class are those who have 
energy, honesty, ambition and some money 
too, if possible ; for these, 1 think, there 
is always room ; but the point is, how are 
we to know those who possess these quali- 
fications ? What shall be the test? Of all 
those [ have seen propounded yet, I believe 
an educational test would give the best re- 
sults, because a very ignorant man cannot 
be either a good citizen or member of 
society. That there are exceptions to this 
rule, I admit, but these are only the excep- 
tions which prove the rule, J. M.

“The remaining sixth part I give, devise 
and bequeath to my sons, Joseph R. and 
John M. B. Churchill, in trust, however, 
forthe use and benefit of my daughter, 
Harriet B. Churchill, during her life; and 
with the express understanding that neith- 
er said trustees nor she shall expend any 
part of such income or earnings to or 
for the use or benefit, directly or indirect- 
ly, of the so-called Roman Catholic or 
Catholic church, its priests or clergy, its 
books or orders or sects, its institutions or 
charities, its nuns or saints or rites, its 
ceremonies or exhibitions, its images or 
masses, its lectures or preachings, its 
cemeteries or possessions, or in aid or 
encouragement or support of anything 
connected with or pertaining to that 
church or sect.” 

If at any time this ,condition shall be 
violated, he directs that this gift of one- 
sixth shall become void and the property 
at once be conveyed by said trustees to be 
applied to the benefit of his other children. 
The will was execuced July 3, 1891.

Quincy Debating Society. 


A fairly good proportion of the members 
of the Quincy Literar} and Debating socie- 
ty, turned out last Saturday evening to 
hear Dr. McLennan’s ‘‘ Essay on the Orig- 
in of Man.’’ Of late the attendance of 
members has been somewhat lax, but a 
consuming desire to know whether their 
pre-historic fathers were descended from 
Adam, or from the Antbropomorphous 
ape, had the effect of bringing them up to 
time.

At the outset the essayist said: ‘On 
the question of the origin of man the 
world is divided into two great schools. 
One holds that he was developed in infinite 
time from lower orders of animal life, the 
other that he appeared at a certain epoch 
by divine creation.” He then went on at 
length to present the claims of both 
schools. ‘The oldest first, namely, those 
who believe in revelation, who hold that 
God having created man revealed to him 
his will through certain individuals whom 
he chose to inspire. 

It seems to me all we have to consider 
under the old school— 

The Special act of Divine Creation, 

is the book of Genesis alone. Who wrote 
it? Icannot tell you, the author never 
signed his name. When was it written? 
I cannot tell you, there is no date to it. 
The purpose of it would be to trace the 
origin of a people called Hebrews, and in- 
cidentally to give an account of a flood 
which came over the earth many hundred 
years before the writer’s time. All the 
events described in the four following books 
ascribed to Moses, seem to centre around 
one particular hero—Moses. Something 
like the Eneid of Virgil, with Eneid as the 
hero, but not at all so poetical.

but geologists have shown that it would 
take millions of years for the successive de- 
velopment of animal existence, or structure 
on the earth's surface.’’ One of the most 
important defects in the Mosaic narrative is 
where the writer tells of the marriage of 
Cain to a daughter of a neighboring tribe. 
Here the whole argument falls to the 
ground, for he virtually admits that Adam 
was not the first man, or else a great many 
were created immediately after Adam was.” 

After further criticising the narrative of 
Moses and sbowing its confusion and 
absurdities the essayist says: “I am 
forced to confess that I have no argument 
to offer for the creation of man as given in 
the book of Genesis, and even if I did 
accept the special act of divine creation I 
could pot accept it as given by Genesis.”’ 

Passing on to speak of 

The Theory of Evolution 

in which the essayist is a believer, he says : 
“That our progenitors have been the wild 
men of the forest, seems to me as conclu- 
sive as anything history tells us. Indeed 
one seems to believe it instinctively, for let 
one speak disparagingly of any custom that 
prevails at the present day and we will 
surely end by calling it, ‘‘ A relic of bar- 
barity.”’ 

He then goes on to trace back many of 
the customs of the present day to barbarous 
times, and remarks that what is true of 
customs is equaliy true of science, art, 
literature and religion. ‘‘I think we have 
a right to investigate as far back as our 
knowledge goes, even to answer where 
matter first came from, if there was any 
possibility of answering that question, but 
I do not think there is. How much more 
rational it is to fathom back as far as we 
can and base vur conclusions upon actual 
facts, than to make the assertion that God 
created out of nothing, God being self- 
existent without beginning and without 
end, 

Now I ask frankly who can comprehend 
what that means, if it means anything at 
all I think it is this: that we at once 
admit our total ignorance, and further 
that we have no wish to be informed. 
Today the leading investigators in every 
line of truth believe in the descent of man 
from lower orders of animal life. Who 
are their 

Leading Opponents? 

The deductors of consequences from pre- 
conceived principles, whose opinions cannot 
be worth anything. In tracing man down 
through the stages of evolution, the hard- 
est stage to find is that between the lowest 
form of man and the highest form of the 


lower animal. This stage is often in 
derision called the missing link. 
Naturalists tell us that the highest 


species of the monkey, as also of the apes, 
and many others are endowed with a de 
gree of reason. Now take the lowest type 
of a savage, who cannot count four, is he 
so very intelligent? The writer then pro- 
ceeded to admit that there is a missing 
link, but explains its absence on the hy- 
pothesis that it may have been a sub-species 
which has now become extinct.” 

Prof. Huxley is quoted as holding that 
man in all parts of nis organization differs 
less from the highest apes, than those do 
from the lower members of the same group, 
consequently there is no reason for placing 
man in a distinct order. Man’s pedigree, 
as outlined by Charles Darwin, was also 
quoted, of which the essayist truly says : 
“*It is of prodigious length and not of very 
noble blood either."’ In concluding his es- 
say, Dr. McLennan said: “If the world 
should accept the evolutionary origin of 
man, it will be one of 

Man's Greatest Triumphs 
to know himself, but I believe the world 
as a whole will not accept it until there is 
hardly enough left uninvestigated to hang 
a doubt upon.”’ 

This essay had the effect of bringing out 
a very animated and intelligent discussion. 
Probably something over one half of those 
present endorsed the doctor’s views and 
argued that evolution was the most rea- 
sonable theory of the origin of man. There 
were a few, however, who clung tenaciously 
to the old belief of the divine creation of all 
things, and supported their belief with much 
energy. But from the general tenor of the 
discussion I could not help being impressed 
with the fact that the evolution theory of 
Darwin is rapidly gaining ground among 
the younger portion of our members, and 
even among those who rejected its teach- 
ings, opposition was not particularly strong. 

It looks to me to be only a matter of 
time when the Mosaic account of the 
creation will be entirely thrown overboard 
unreliable, and the evolution theory sub- 
stituted. Yet I would not like to see the 
superstructure of religion shattered. There 
is so much In regard io first causes which 
is entirely unknowable, that one should be 
very diffident about expressing dogmatically 
their opinions either against theological 
beliefs or in favor of the doctrine of evolu- 
tion. Rather would I say with Tennyson :— 

* Behold we know not anything, 

I can but trust that good will fall— 
At last—far off—at last to all; 

And every winter change tospring.”’

A Fine New Steamboat. 


The construction of the new passenger 
steamboat for the Fall River line is now 
fairly begun at the Rouch ship yards in 
Chester, Pa., and the vessel promises to be 
one of the finest specimens of marine archi- 
tecture and building thus far produced. 

The new boat is to be larger, of greater 
carrying capacity as regards both passen- 
gers and freight, and will be even more 
elaborately finished and furnished than the 
Puritan of the same line, although the Par- 
itan now stauds first of all vessels of her 
class afloat. The principal points of differ- 
ence between the boat now building and 
the Puritan are: the new boat will be at 
least 20 feet longer than the last named; 
she will have double inclined compound 
engines instead of compound beam engines; 
she will have boilers of the Scotch, instead 
of Redfield, type, and her dining saloon 
will be on the main deck. 

A larger boat even than the Puritan is 
needed for the increasing business of the 
line, and the new boat is to be of the ex- 
treme length that any dry dock in New 
York city will admit. 

The form of machinery indicated above 
has been adopted for the new steamboat, 
that her stability may be increased by keep- 
ing these belongings well down in the hull of 
the vessel. The Puritan cannot be excelled 
and is not often equalled, as a seaboat, but 
to give the increased power required for a 
larger boat would imply a beam and the 
heavier partsof a beam engine above tbe 
deck lines to an extent and volume of 
weight greater than the stability of the 
vessel would safely permit. In the form of 
engine and machinery adopted for the new 
at the making of excessively large parts, 
suchas the low pressure cylinder of the 
beam engine would demand, is avoided, 
and the weight is kept easily below the 
safety line. The same results were readily 
attained in the Puritan; but with a larger 
vessel they would not so certainly follow. 
The double enclined engine, having prac- 
tically no centers, lessens the vibrations, 
and it is expected that the new boat will be 
as steady as the Plymouth, which vessel is 
in this particular feature considered a won- 
der. 

The succession, arrangement and general 
proportions of decks will be same as in the 
Puritan. Length over all 440 feet. 

The dining saloon will seat 280 people at 
one time. Its finish and decorations are to 
be on an entirely new and unique scheme, 
and will surpass anything of the kind to 
be found in any other boats of the line. 

Aft of the dining room will be located 
the ladies’ cabin, approached by stairway 
from the main saloon. 

The boat will carry 1,440 passengers and 
crew, and will have a cargo capacity for 
800 tons, 

The new boat is due in New York in 
July of pext year, and is to be finished in 
June, 1894. 


The Energy of Children, 


There is sometimes an element of fierce- 
ness in the energy of children, They are 
not only lively and active and noisy, but 
they are aggressively so. They are not sat- 
isfied without constant attention and 
sympathy. The elders must look at that, 
know this and praise the other; and their 
placidity being continually stirred, the 
elders get weary of schooling their souls to 
patience. 

“This aggressive energy is a terrible strain 
on rasped nerves and tired body. It is in 
such moments of stress of spirit that the 
mother makes the hasty, impatient speech, 
and then, with self-reproach, does for the 
child tenfold more than she ought, to 
punish herself for the brief sin. 

It is true, however some may exclaim 
against it, that all mothers do not merge 
their whole being in motherhood. Some- 
times the spirit is willing but the flesh is 
weak, and sometimes the spirit itself re- 
bels. 

A woman who was the mother of twelve 
children brought up her sons and daughters 
to honor and love her. She was a model 
wife, friend and neighbor. Years after 
her boys and girls had grown up and were 
scattered she confessed. “I did used to 
get tired of my children!*? She was a 
faithful mother in spite of the feeling, per- 
haps better because of her perception of 
it, but she was a woman first, and it was 
hard to forget that. 

* Job’s comforters’? come around, say- 
ing: ‘* Think how badly you would feel if 
youlost them! Think how you will re- 
gret the trouble when they are grown-up 
solemn men and women!” All that is 
true enough, though, like some other 
truths, no present relief. But when the 
infliction is worse, it might afford a little 
help to consider what a wonderful mercy 
it is that children do have such an abun- 
dant stock of aggressive energy to start 
with! What a help it is in the chances 
and changes of this troublesome life! It is 
the energetic, enthusiastic man who keeps 
a bold front and a steadfast soul in the 
world’s battle-fields. It is the energetic, 
brave-spirited woman who preserves a 
happy youtbful heart, and meets trials and 
tribulations with a smiling defiance. Yes, 
the children will need through life all the 
energy they can command. Let us try to 
be thankful they have such a good supply 
to begin on. 


Christmas Giving. 


A little study and forethought will usu- 
ally enable one to give what is most desired 
or at least what is acceptable and appro- 
priate. 

In buying for children, the Domestic 
Monthly says it is wise to steer between the 
extremes of usefulness and uselessness. 
If circumstances are such that the useful 
must form the greater part of the Christuas 
gift, select pretty colors in the dress, shiny 
tips to the new shoes, and tie up the new 
undergarments witb baby ribbons, so that 
something of Christmas will appear and 
brighten the most ordinary. If toys are 
the ultimatum, choose something strong 
and enduring, rather than an article that 
appears to agood advantage but is really 
cheap and flimsy to be broken and spoiled 
before Christmas day is over. 

And whoever else is passed by remember 
those who are aged, and with care and 
painstaking choose the gifts for these, who 
for long years have filled stockings and 
decked trees for children and grand- 
children, whose delight it should now be to 
minister to these loved ones who have 
hitherto administered unto them most 
unselfishly. 

Perhaps the best advice that can be 
given briefly is, buy for the fortunate ones 
something dainty or beautiful ; buy for the 
poor generously, judiciously and tactfully ; 
buy for the children, use and amusement ; 
for the aged, that which best expresses our 
love and tender regard.

East 7ith 
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Washington’s Clock. 


There is in a Suter street watchmaker’s 
establishment an old clock with a history. 
It was once owned by George Washington. 
The watchmaker who has been repairing it | 
says that he recognizes that it is of Eng- 
lish make, and that it must date back at 
least a couple of centuries. Its present 
owner is Dr. R. H. Macdonald, who has 
documentary evidence in support of the 
claim that it was once the property of the 
first President of the United States. It has 
been in possession of the banker's family 
for many years. 


The works are very simp'e and strong, 
the motive power being supplied by two 
large weights. The case is of solid mahog- 
any, almost devoid of ornamentation and 
not unlike in general design the hall 
clocks, which, under the name of “‘ mod- 
ern antiques,’’ were fashionable a year or 
two ago. The dial is a curiosity. It is 
made of bronze, the circular portion being 
silvered and bearing engraved sub-divided 
circles on each side of the Roman figures. 
The inner circle is strangely enough, di- 
vided into twenty-four parts, so that the 
hour hand alone denotes the portion of 
the completed hour. 

The exterior circle is sub-divided in the 
usual way to denote the sixty minutes. 
There isa small inner dial round which 
the second hand moves in a very jerky 
manner very foreign to the easy modern 
escapement movement. Ip the semi-circu- 
lar space above the dial there is an elaho- 
rately engraved movable image of the 
moon, the varying phases of which are re- 
ularly displayed in consonance with the 
movements of the heavenly body itself. 
The day and date of the month are also in- 
dicated, and a small silvered piate bears 
the words in clear letters, ‘* Peter Stretch, 
Philadelphia."’—San Francisco Examiner. 


Over Niagara Falls. 

A marvellous feat was recently witnessed 
by a party who were stopping at Niagara 
Falls. While enjoying a view on Luna 
Island a large black Newfoundland dog 
jumped out of the bushes into the water 
and began lapping it. 

He pushed his nose out into the swift 
owing water, and slipped off the rocks 
into the rapidly whirling current.

SpANIsH SHort-cAKE. Take three eggs, 
half a cup of butter, one cup of sugar, 
two-thirds of a cup of sweet milk, a little 
cinnamon, two cups of flour and one tea- 
spoonful of baking powder; stir the flour 
in, do not knead it; the eggs, butter and 
sugar should be beaten together very light. 
Bake in a shallow tin; when it is done 
spread a thin frosting over the top; make 
this of the white of one egg, a little 
pulverized sugar and a teaspoonful of 
cinnamon; set it in the oven to brown. 


Tapioca For Dessert. An easily-pre- 
pared dessert is made of tapioca; it hardly 
seems appropriate to call so dainty a dish a 
pudding. Soak a cupful of tapioca for an 
hour in cold water, then boil, adding warm 
water enough to allow it to expand; when 
tender sweeten it, and take from} the fire; 
add an orange cut in small bits for flavor- 
iog. Serve witb cream. 


Fig Pupprine. Soak two cups of fine 
bread-crumbs in one cup of milk, beat to a 
cream the yolks of three eggs, add these to 
the bread-c2umbs, one-half cup of suet} 
well chopped, one cup of powdered sugar, 
a little salt, lastly the well-beaten whites | 
and one-half pound of choice figs, cut in 
small pieces. Boil in well-buttered mould 
two hours. Serve with hot wine sauce. 


RAISED WAFFLES. Mix over night, tak- 
ing care to set in a warm place where it 
will rise, one pint of milk, one-third cup of | 
yeast and one pintof flour. Inthe morn-! 
ing add one-half a teaspoonful of salt, two | 
eggs, the yolks and whites beaten separate- 
ly, and one tablespoonful of melted butter. 
Have the waiile irons well greased and hot. 


Dressing Lawns. 


Tne Massachusetts Ploughman says, | 
“It isa common practice with many su- 
burban gardeners to give the lawns a heavy 
top-dressing of coarse stable manure at this 
season of the year, and leave it upon the 
ground till about the first of April, when the 
coarser parts are raked off aud removed to | 
the compost heap. 

This method is open to several objections. 
In the first place, the manure, when first ap- | |

Moreover, it is no longer a question in| 
dispute that an equally good, perhaps better | 
lawn can be maintained by the use of other | 
means than manure, which always contains | 
the seeds of many foul weeds which are difti- |

Councilman Fallon favored a salary. Be- 
lieved Councilmen also should be paid. 

Councilman Sherman favored salary, at 
least to cover expenses. Should not try to 
get something for nothing. Was under- 
standing that members appointed should 
be paid. Would get better Commissioners 
and Councilmen if there was a small salary 
to cover expenses. Water Commissioners 
had considerable day work and $150 was 
very small.

Councilman Federhen favored amend- 
ment. Did not consider the city indebted 
to him for services, All citizens owed 
more to city than they can render in 
services. School Committee received no 
pay. City was entitled to the services of 
any three gentlemen the executive may 
select, There were five hundred competent 
men in the city who would be compli- 
mented to be appointed Water Commis- 
sioners. A small salary was but an enter- 
ing wedge for more. 

Councilman Fallon thought a majority 
of the Councilmen had refused to come 
back another year because they received no 
salary. He was one of them. Itmeant 
new Councilmen and new Water Commis- 
sioners each year, 

Councilman Federhen, Jr., was glad to 
learn the reason why the gentleman had not 
returned, because he had thought it was for 
another reason. No pledge could be made 
tothe gentlemen appointed Water Com- 
missioners that they should receive a sal- 
ary. It wasa place of honor and should 
be so considered. 

Councilman Moxon said it was an ap- 
pointive office, not elective, as the Council 
or School Committee. lt was notan hon- 
orary office. The commissioners were en- 
trusted with a property having a great 
earning power, and much depended on 
their management. He submitted that the 
least the city could do was to pay officials 
enough to cover expenses. 

Councilman Holden favored amendment. 
To pay commissionersa salary has a bad 
precedent. Let it rest a year and find 
out what the duties really are. 

Councilman Bryant considered it a bad 
precedent to pay salary to appointive 
officers. Knew Park Commissioners had 
this year given considerable time and study. 
It was the duty of citizens to save the city 
and he did not believe Councilmen should 
be paid. 

Councilman Sherman did not believe that 
everyone who was competent to serve as 
Councilman or Water Commissioner was 
able to pay the expenses incurred, 

Councilman Fallon did not think duties 
of Park Commissioners should be compared 
with those of Water Commissioners. 

The amendment striking out the Water 
Commissioners’ salary prevailed, and the 
amended order to increase the salary of 
the Treasurer and Clerk was passed to be 
ordained. 

Engineers and Firemen. 


The Committee on Fire Department 
recommended no increase for firemen and 
engineers. 

Councilman Federhen, Jr., wished to be 
enlighted by chairman of committee. 

Councilman Bass said the meeting of the 
committee was attended by only three 
members, that the Chief Engineer was 
unable to be present, and the committee 
had received very little information as to 
why increase should be wade. 

Councilman Federhen, Jr., moved to lay 
on the table that he might later introduce 
an order to amend the ordinance. 

Councilman Litchfield said the duties of 
Hose 2 and 4 and Chemical 2 were very 
light, and were not entitled to as much pay 
as other companies. He had served asa 
fireman at Wollaston when it was the duty 
to run with the apparatus to all parts of 
the city and was sutisfied to receive $10 a 
year. Now the territory was limited and 
the pay was $37.50 and a further increase 
was proposed. 

Councilman Federhen, Jr., argued that 
there should be an equality in pay, and 
Councilman Powers also favored increase. 

Councilman Moxon was surprised to see 
gentleman who recently opposed salaries, 
now in favor of an increase. 

Councilman Federhen thought there was 
quite a difference in the positions. 

Councilman Sherman inquired if the 
gentleman supposed that the firemen 
worked simply for the salary.
